The payment of $91,683.39 by the Pub¬ 
lic Borvlee Corporation to the city of 
Newark as the 5 per cent, tax on the 
gross eainings of the trolley Hoes In 
Newark shows the remarkable growth 
lu tbe amount of street railway traffic 
since electricity wa« adopted as the mo¬ 
tive power for the oars twelve years ago. 
The tax Is the price exacted by the city 
at that time for the privilege of chang¬ 
ing the motive power. 

Toder the agreement the city received 
for 1891, the first year of Its operation, 
$5,891.83, The next year the amount 
was inure than doubled. Lu 1895 It was 
again about double the amount of tbe 
previous year, being $46,70*2.31, Blues 
1896 tbe annual Increase has settled 
down to a steady pace. With the ex¬ 
ception of one year U has been at the 
rate of about $5,009. Tbe twelve years 
anew an increase of 1,700 per cent. 

This growth Is a proof of the wisdom 
of the change in motive power, and like¬ 
wise of the foresight of the city a dozen 
years sgo In deni adding a percentage of 
the gross receipts Instead of selling the 
privilege far a lump supa> Newark Is 
now getting s very tidy little Income 
from that source, and It Is an income 
that will steadily grow. At the same 
time tbe trolley concern Is getting off 
very cheaply. It really has a big bar¬ 
gain, for It pays nothing for the privi¬ 
lege of using the streets.
